This action is in response to papers filed 28 December 2004 in which claims 1 and 20 
were amended and further in response to Examiner's amendments detailed below as discussed 
in the interview of 15 March 2005 between the examiner and Mr. Monaco. The amendments 
have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. 

The previous rejections in the Office Action dated 30 August 2004 are withdrawn in 
view of the amendments and Applicant's coroments on page 1 1 and 13 of the response. The 
amendments overcome the prior art and place the claims in condition for allowance.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The claims are drawn to a method of electro chemically fixing ligands on a plurality of 
sites of a conductive carrier. The inventive step in the method is the positioning and 
reposition of the electrode over the sites via lateral movement of the electrode or carrier relative 
to each other. While the prior art teaches electrochemical fixing, the prior art does not teach 
or suggest the inventive electrochemical fixing via lateral movement.
